Hereic Act of Patrolman Prevents Fa- 
tal Termination of a Runaway 
Accident.

The tunnel’s mouth will be at a point on 
Hii street 200 feet north of the north 
li of First street, and fs northern 
end will be at a point 200 feet south of 
Temple street.

At the south end of the tunnel there 
will begin a flight of staira to ¢he 
crown of the hill, over the tunnel.

On the north end of the tunnel, begin- 
ning at Temple etreet, will be a road- 
way leading to Court street. This will 
occupy the east side of the street, and 
will be of much easier grade than th 
present street surface. 

PARK ON HILL TOP. 

Residents on the street over the 
tunnel, and the promoters of this great 
enterprise, have ambitious plans for 
the street space between the Court- 
street line and the suuth parapet of the 
tunnel. On this high crown of the hil! 
chey hope to see created a beautiful 
city park, and they have assurance 
that this will be accomplished. 

Here & is designed to place a sec- 
tlon of landscape garden which will 
show to advantage from a large part of 
the lower section of the city. It would 
be one of the sights of Los Angeles, 
and would bring in its wake a number 
of extensive building enterprises for 
the adjoining propert One of these 
will be a seven-story hotel. 

The cost of the tunnel enterprise as 
designed in round numbers will be $36,- 
006, to be met by an assessment levied 
on a large district which wil) be espe- 
clally benefited by the improvement.

District No. 4 was included at a rat- 
ing of 30 cents per front foot. It has 
within its bounds, Hill, between Fifth 
and Sixth streets; North Hill, from 
Temple street to Sunset boulevard. and 
Temple street westerly from the tunne! 
to a point between Grand avenue and 
Olive street. 

All this reckoning of cost wag based 
on the proposition of the enterprise 
costing $36,000. In reality, the cost to
